Persons over 14 years of age in all branches of economic activity, 
who are not working and who are looking for work, including those partially 
unemployed, those temporarily laid off and those seeking work for the 
first time. 


Sources. Employment office records. 


Computation. Data refer to the number of persons registered on the last 
day of the month. Unemployment percentages are computed by relating 
the number of registered unemployed to the total number of insured workers 
(social security). Annual averages are simple arithmetic means of monthly 
figures. 
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STATISTICAL SUPPLEMENT 


Consumer Price Indices 
Italy (92 towns). 


A new series of consumer price indices with original base 1953= 100 
has been introduced in this issue of the Supplement. 

The index is based on a family budget survey conducted in 1953 among 
urban families in the middle income group. Prices used in the index are 
obtained from 92 towns by means of questionnaires sent to municipal 
statistical offices. Food prices are collected three times a month, other 
items in the middle of the month. Rent data are collected quarterly. 
Approximately 80 per cent. of the rental prices are controlled. 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed 
base ; the number of items and the percentage weights used in the computa- 
tion are as follows :

Some general information is given for countries where no large 
co-operative organisation exists; the statistics given include the 
numbers and types of organisations which exist in the country, 
their total membership, the total capital of which they dispose, their 
total turnover, the value of the produce marketed, sales in consumers’
